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Mr. Chairman & Gentlemen, 

z have now the honour of presenting to you my 
Annual Report eon the vital stutistics and sanitary 
circumstances of the District. 

The Ministry of Health nave sent instructions that 
this repert has to be @ survey report, and I have tried to 
carry out these instructions. 

The District is situated in the undulating lands 
between the Edgehills on the east and the North Cotswelds 
en the west, and forms the extreme southern portien of 
Warwickshire. The area is 45,988 statute acres, of which 
47 are inland waters. There are 24 parishes in the District 
and the Registrar General has estimated that the pepulation 
at the middle of 1925 was 5,653, an incrases of 46 since the 
census pepulation ef 1921. 

Vital Statistics of the District 
Birth Rate 

The number of births registered as belenging to the 
District, during the year was 8&5, of which 45 were males and 
40 were females, and equal to an Annual Birth Rate of 15.0 
per 1,000 of the pepulation as compared with 17.3 per 1,000 
last year and 15.8 in 1923. 


Four of the births were those of illegitimate children. 
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(2) 
was 86, of whem 41 were males and 45 were females, and equal 
to an Annual Death Rate of 15e2 per 1,000 of the pepulation 


as egainst 14.5 per 1,000 last year and 12.5 in 1923. 


Infant Mortality 

Eight deatha of infants under a year old were reported. 
These are equal to an Infant Mortality of 94 caloulated per 
1,000 births. Four of these deaths were due to premature 
birth, two to pneumonia and influenza, one to convulsions and 
one to gastritis. Last year the Infant Mortality was 50, 
and the averuge fer the last five years has been 60 per 1,000 


births. 


Death Rate from Zymotic Diseases. 


Qme death from Enteric Fever is equal to an Annual 
Death Rate from Zymotisc Diseases of O17 per 1,000 ef the 


pe pulation. 


Searlet Fever 

Pour cases of Scarlet Fever were notified during the 
year, representing 5 distiact outbreaks of the disease in the 
District. During May one case occurred at Brailes in a young 
girl. the patient was removed to the Isolation Hospital 
at Shipston. in August one patient developed the disease 
at Timington. This patient was nursed at home. in 
September two cases appeared in one house at Stourton, the 


infection was most probably acquired outside this Districte 


Erysipelas 
Five cases of Erysipelas were notified all in 


‘different parts of the District, all of the facial type, 


all the patients recovered. 
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Paeumeonia 
Three cases of pneumonia were notified at different 
times in different parts of the District. One fatal case 


was recorded. 


Diphtheria 


Ne case has been notified during the year. 


Tuberculosis 
At the beginning of the year there were cleven persons 
suffering from Palmomary and ten from other forma of 
Tuberculosis. Four netifications of Pulmonary and one of 
another form of Tuberculosis were received, while four

Summary of Nursing Arrangements, €bGe 
available for the District. 
The Joint Iscictien Hespital at Shipston-on-Stour | 
is very centrally situated for this Districts and is kept 
ready for the reception ef cases of Scarlet Fever. There | 
are alse two huts near the hospital which are kept ready i 
for the Isolation of a case of Small Pox at short notice. 
The Badger Hospital at Shipsten has 16 beds and is available 
for general hospital cases and also takes maternity cases 
from this District. This department is becoming increasingly 
pepular. 
There are also veluntary Nursing Associations in 
practically the whole District which undertakes maternity 


cases and home nursing. 


Bacterielogical examinations of sputum are made 


at the Laboratories at Birmingham University, free ef 
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charge umder the Ceunty Council Scheme. 

A supply of Diphtheria Antitexin is kept by the 
Council at Shipstern with suitable syringes se as te be 
immediately available in any part of the District. A 
supply ef Anti-tetanic serum is also kept at the Badger 
Howpital, which is available as required in the District. 


All sections of the Public Health Amendment Act 1890 e 
availablis for Rural Districts have been adepted. The 
Council have also adopted with the consent of the Minister 
ef Health, Section 4 of the Public Health (Buildings in 
Streets) Act 1888. This Order is Cited as the brailes 
(Urban Powers) Order 1923, and came into eperatieon en 
July 23rd, 1923. 

The Buildings Bye Laws which came inte cperation in 
the District on June 15th, 1923 have preved quite useful 


in the District. 


Samitary Administratioa 
In the tabular statement of the work of the 
Sanitary Inspector furnished under Article 20 (16) of the 
Gemeral Order 1910 it will be seen that he has made 468 
inspectiens and observations and has sent out 156 informal 
motices, and only 12 formal notices have been issued by the 
erder of the Council. All the nuisances found have been 


abated and nome were outstanding at the end of the years 


Siaugnter Houses 


There are now five slaughter neuses registered in 
the District. These are all satisfactory, ana have been 


inspected periodically.

There are still a number 
ef poor eld heuses in the District, which are inhzbited 
for want of better houses.
